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е love at first sight, a blitzkrieg must be un- 
expected, fast, and enveloping. It must 
catch the enemy unawares, unmobilized, nap- 
ping. “It must fall,” as General Von Seeckt said, 
“like a bolt of lightning from a clear sky.” The 
unexpectedness of the attack can be achieved be- 
cause modern, mechanized forces can be scat- 
tered some two hundred miles away from the 
border to be attacked at sunset, and be assembled 
for a break-through at dawn the. next day. The 
same means permit the attacking columns to 
penetrate swiftly into the enemy rear and rip up 
his mobilization mechanism. 

Deep in the enemy rear, the column turns right 
and left, endeavoring to meet other columns 
stemming from a break-through in another place. 
They can also turn right about and left about, 
creating two pockets where enemy troops are en- 
circled and annihilated. For annihilation is the 
prime motive of this type of war. The panzer 
spearheads, which slash through the enemy de- 
fense, must be followed by motorized infantry, 
motorized artillery and masses of foot soldiers. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Millions of words have been written about 
the war in Russia. Most of them sound confusing and con- 
tradictory to us. No doubt they confuse you, too. Scoop 
therefore called upon its military experts—the men who 
helped Friday predict the invasion of Belgium and the 
Battle for Greece—to tell the simple story that lies behind 
all the confusing details you get in your papers. 


Unless the follow-up comes swiftly, the panzer 
columns, once their gas is gone, become helpless. 

Only antidote for the unexpectedness of a 
blitz attack is an orderly retreat from the border 
to cover mobilization and to prevent a strategic 
break-through by the use of all air and tank 
forces available. Speed can be matched only with 
speed. The three elements of combat—fire, shock, 
and maneuver—concentrated in a tank—can be 
matched only with another tank. But tanks will 
not always prevent the break-through of other 
tanks. In such cases, the antidote for penetration 
is a defense in depth, that is the placing of re- 
serves checker fashion in a deep zone behind 
one’s own front. These reserves attack the spear- 


head of the panzers and try to cut them off from 
their infantry support. If that is achieved, the 
panzer. spearhead is as useless as an ax whose 
head has been cut off from the handle. However, 
all this will not always prevent encirclement. For 
this the only antidote is troops—not only well 
armed and trained—but troops who find in them- 
selves the spirit not to look over their shoulders. 

Defense in depth is an old story. Soviet 
defense in depth is an entirely new story. The 
difference between the two is this: while the 
depth of the standard defense stretches into the 
rear of the defending side, the Soviet defense 
also stretches into the enemy rear. 

Encircled Red Army troops do not surrender, 
but fight on and form islands of resistance in 
the German rear. These islands are like mobile 
fortresses surrounded by tanks and equipped 
with their own air units. First they fight the 
troops that surround them, then they attack the 
infantry coming up to support the tanks, and 
finally they split up into small detachments 
which direct guerrilla activities.

This map-diagram illustrates the first phase of the Russian answer to 


Nazi blitzkrieg tactics. For purposes of illustration, we have taken the 


area between Warsaw and Moscow, but both the Northern ‘and 


Ukrainian fronts offer similar examples. The German parallel panzer 
columns successfully "encircled" Russian forces at Bialystok, Minsk and 


Smolensk. According to the Nazis, the Russians should have surrendered. 


The “encircled” Red forces, instead of surrendering, fought back. Backed 
by the local population, with ample arms soep lies boih light and heavy 
—these groups raised hell with the German rear. Large groups of the 
encirclers found themselves encircled in turn. Supporting German motor- 
ized infantry were too busy fighting these unforeseen battles to come 


through, according to plan, to back up the panzer spearheads. 


Meanwhile, completing mobilization during 
the time earned by the delaying tactics of the 
“encircled” armies at Bialystok, Minsk and 
elsewhere along the front, the main Russian 
forces awaited the attack of the panzers in 
the area before Moscow. The Nazis thus come 
up to their major trial with hundreds of miles 


of hostile guerrilla territory at their rear.

THE PRIPET MARSHES, sitting astride the Central Soviet-German front, criss-crossed by 
countless tributaries, are a desolate wilderness of lagoons, bogs and morasses. The 
Germans did not venture here, and 50,000 square miles of this desolate terror shelter 
a Soviet army threatening the German lines of supply. 


HE Russian defense in depth is not a mat- 

ter of disposing reserves in a proper way be- 
hind their front. Neither is it simply a matter of 
a loyal population hating the invader and taking 
random pot shots at his sentries in the dead of 
the night. It is not only a matter of the local 
population cooperating with the Red Army, in- 
forming it of any movements, hiding its wounded 
and feeding them in these hideouts, it is an inte- 
grated system which transforms the enemy rear 
into a great number of fronts with narrow and 
exposed lines of communication between them. 

A German General commanding a panzer divi- 
sion, having passed the area of Bialystok on the 
north and expecting to meet his opposite number 
passing that city from the south, was certain that 
the whole Red Army group around Bialystok 
would throw up its arms and surrender. Не 
thought so because time and again it had hap- 
pened in similar circumstances on the battlefields 
of Europe, with the notable exception of the

beaches at Dunkerque. But instead the Russians, 
with the lessons of the war well in mind (remem- 
ber they had a ringside seat at the show for a 
year and a half), felt that being surrounded was 
not a signal to surrender, but an opportunity to 
raise hell with the enemy rear. 

As the two panzer Generals met east of Bialy- 
stok they heard in the rear the thunder of bat- 
tle. The surrounded Russians, “bestial fellows” 
who did not realize that surrounding is another 
spelling for surrender, were attacking the motor- 
ized infantry which was rushing up on receipt 
of the go-ahead signal from the panzer com- 
manders. At that moment the German tank 
spearheads were met by the headlong rush of the 
Red tank units, coming from Minsk, who en- 
gaged them around Baranovici. Behind them at 
Minsk, another Red Army group had settled 
down to being “encircled,” expecting the German 
panzer divisions to by-pass them. This is exactly 
what happened, with the Germans striking out tor 


Smolensk where they met the full power of the 
Red Army, which had three full weeks in which 
to mobilize. (It took the Czar’s army 85 days to 
mobilize in 1914.) But around Smolensk another 
pocket of encircled Russians was already fighting. 

So it happened that when the battle of Smolensk 
started, the German line of operations stretching 
from Warsaw toward Moscow presented the fol- 
lowing spectacle: Three encircled pockets of re- 
sistance sat astride it like huge warts. Around 
Bialystok, hundreds of thousands of Red Army 
troops were “disintegrating.” They were disinte- 
grating into thousands of small units, operating 
on their own and maintaining liaison with Mos- 
cow by radio and plane. Their tanks were their 
bunkers and when tanks were knocked out, rocks 
and bushes became their forts. Here the very roots 
of the German spearheads were being steadily 
sapped. German transport could not move at 
night; no night in billets passed without an alarm; 
no small unit could cross the country; tanks had

to be assigned to guard trucks. The Minsk pocket 
still operated as a regular Red Army unit, attack- 
ing the Nazi infantry rushing up toward Smo- 
lensk. And the Smolensk pocket acted as an anvil 
for the hammer blows dealt by the fresh Red 
troops constantly arriving from the mobilization 
centers. Thus the battle was strung out over a 
400-mile-long area—in depth. Here were the 
Germans fighting a war which requires an un- 
heard-of bulk of daily supplies per man, with 
lines of communications 500 miles long and 
fouled by endless kinks caused by the “surround- 
ed” Russians. Railroads were of little use to the 
Germans because of the Russian wide gauge and 
the removal of every piece of rolling stock. 

АП available supplies from the collective 
farms were removed to the forests and swamps 
where the guerrillas lurk. The blitz floundered 
over scorched earth. Far in front, around Smol- 
ensk, some German panzer units—gasless and 
without oil supplies—began to bury their tanks in 
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the ground, transforming them into ordinary pill- 
boxes. Motorized infantry began to dig in. The 
prime element of blitzkrieg—movement—was lost. 

So much for the defunct German blitz, of 
which the above is only a local example, greatly 
simplified. What will the Red counter-blitz be 
like? It will naturally, barring the possibility of a 
trench front freezing through the winter, take the 
form of fresh Russian tank spearheads preceded 
by the “flying artillery” of the dive bombers and 
backed by masses of motorized infantry and ar- 
tillery. These spearheads will crash through Ger- 
man troops hemmed in between the pockets of 
Russian resistance in the German rear, reincor- 
porating both Red regulars and guerrillas as they 
go. And here a strange phenomenon will take 
place; the further the Russians get from their 
bases, the more reserves they will accumulate as 
they go. Between the Red spearheads and the 
Red pockets, the original encirclers will be en- 
circled and annihilated. 


WING HOW TO COUNTER-BLITZ AGAINST 


As the counter-attack progresses, a new ele- 
ment will favor the Russians. Heretofore, at- 
tacking armies grew weaker as they moved 
forward. But the Russians will pick up their 
reserves as they go, from among the guerril- 
las—now guerrillas no more. Such a counter- 


offensive might not stop until the German 


border was reached—if it ever stopped at all.

THE FASCIST CONSULS 


MUSSOLINI'S MEN AND ALLIES STILL 
SPREAD THE AXIS MESSAGE IN AMERICA

XIS propaganda among Italian Americans received a sharp setback on 

July 16, 1941, when the Fascist Italian Consuls were expelled from the 
United States. But the subversive work organized and financed by the 
Fascist Consuls has not ceased. In the New York area alone there are 
some forty organizations directly controlled by Fascists. Chief among them 
are the Fascist "clubs" such as the Mario Sonzini, Dopolavoro Dux and 
Circolo Benito Mussolini, which dominate whole communities. The ma- 
jority of Italian Americans hate these "clubs" and their Fifth Column 
directors. 

The most notorious organization of Italian Fascism in America is known 
as the Blackshirts, who take this oath: "In the name of God and of Italy 1 
swear that I will follow the orders of Il Duce and will serve with all my 
strength, if necessary with my blood, the cause of the Fascist Revolution.” 
They work hand in harfd with the Nazi saboteurs and spies. Recently, as

Blackshirts 
have given active support to the America First campaign 
for an appeasement peace with the Axis. 

All Italian Fascist organizations in America celebrate 
Fascist holidays, conduct their meetings with Fascist 
rituals. They control hundreds of schools throughout the 
country which, purporting to teach the Italian language, 
actually. preach the “glories” of Mussolini’s regime. 

Key man іп the dissemination of Nazi-Fascist propa- 
ganda is New York’s Domenico Trombetta, editor of the Hitlerite Italian 
newspaper, Il Grido della Stirpe—The Cry of the Race. Trombetta’s rank 
in the Fascist hierarchy was stressed during his trip abroad in the summer 
of 1939. An Italian newspaper reported that “His Excellency Count Gale- 
azzo Ciano has received with warmth one of the sincerest and purest Fas- 
cist residents in America, Domenico Trombetta.” 

The Italian newspapers of the millionaire publisher Generoso Pope are 
subtler vehicles of Fascist propaganda than Il Grido della Stirpe, but per- 
haps even more effective. Mr. Pope is a member of Ed Flynn’s Democratic 
Party National Committee. Mr. Pope sits on Draft Appeal Board No. 6 in 
New York City. Fortune magazine has described Mr. Pope as “a man of

immense wealth and power.” In recent years Pope has helped raise close 
to a million dollars in contributions for Fascist “welfare” and “relief.” Most 
of this cash was paid by Pope to the Italian Fascist government. 

The Fascist Consuls have gone—but the subversive work goes on. Dis- 
tinguished Americans such as Mr. Pope of New York and Mr. Andriano of 
San Francisco, are still able to lend their names, as they have done in the 
past, to fronts behind which money can be collected for Fascist propa- 
ganda and other purposes. Scoop thinks that the time has come for a full, 
official investigation of the whole apparatus of Italian Fascism in this 
country. Pope and Andriano should be the first to join in the demand for

N May 29, 1941, prominent attorney 

Paul P. Rao was appointed as United 
States Assistant Attorney General in charge 
of customs in N. Y. Mr. Rao has long held 
a position of high prestige and influence 
among Italian-Americans. It is a notable 
fact that he has not aided his fellow Italo- 
Americans in their repudiation of certain 
pro-Fascist activities among the Italian- 
American communities. 

Rao has openly associated himself in 
various ways with Generoso Pope, whose 
propaganda on behalf of Fascist Italy has 
been fully exposed. Mr. Rao has gone so far 
in the way of supporting Mr. Pope that re- 
cently he actually wrote a personal letter to Jew-baiting fifth columnist 
Trombetta in which he discussed charges of racial prejudice and stated 
that "all Americans of Italian origin" should "follow the leadership of Mr. 
Generoso Pope." This letter was addressed to “Dear Trombetta," and 
published in Il Grido della Stirpe on April 19, 1941. Scoop would like 
to hear from Mr. Rao on the full extent of his friendship and relations 
with Pope, and “Dear Trombetta.” 

Rao, of course, has been associated with Pope for years. His niece 
is married to Mr. Pope’s son, Anthony. According to The Hour, it 
is reported that Mr. Rao has had certain business dealings with Mr. 
Pope. Since 1935, Mr. Rao has assisted Mr. Pope's fund-raising cam- 
paigns for Italian Fascist "relief" and "welfare," now halted by State 
Department action. Mr. Pope's newspaper, Il Progresso, Oct. 12, 1936, 
described a rally which took place at Columbus Circle, New York. 
It was sponsored by Mr. Pope, and Mr. Rao attended it. Also present 
were the Secretary of the Fasci Abroad, Pietro Pupino Carbonelli, and 
the Consul, Vacchiotti, recently expelled from the United States. The 
Fascist organizations which took part, some in black shirts, included 
Sazioni Alpini and Circolo Aroldo di Crollalanza. The band De Nunzio 
played the Fascist anthem Giovinezza, and after that, the Star Spangled 
Banner. Mr. Pope’s newspaper commented: “This great rally was ended 
in perfect order, while before the Maine Monument a group of subver- 
sives went through their usual anti-Fascist and anti-Nazi maneuvers.” 

Scoop would like to know what Assistant Attorney General Paul Rao 
has to say about his friend Pope’s “pro-Fascist maneuvers.” 

Scoop would also like to know how it happened that Mr. Rao’s law 
firm—Rao, Liggio and Canella—drew up the original incorporation papers 
(document below) for the A.V. Publishing Co., which is the corporate 
title of the notorious Deutscher-Weckruf und Beobachter, official organ 
of the Nazi-American Bund, directed by Nazi agents Fritz Kuhn, James 
Wheeler-Hill and William Luedtke.

The Southern Cross brought the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor to Miami last year . . . and on board, some 
of the world's wealthiest and most Munich-minded men have met at vari- 
ous times to discuss chances of Edward Windsor’s restoration to the British 
throne. Last month Wenner-Gren was reported in Peru, allegedly on Axis 
advice . . . which had just begun its war against neighboring Ecuador. 
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.. Now living in London is former Premier 
JUAN NEGRIN of the Spanish Popular Front government. Confi- 
dential advices to Scoop from the British capital reveal that ne- 
gotiations are in progress between Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Negrin for British recognition of a Spanish Popular Front 
Government-in-Exile to be headed by Negrin.

Eight months ago his number came up, and Howard 
Phelps is in the Army now. To get to see Howard you 
have to find your way through Fort Dix's barracked city 
of 32,000 men to the reception center. Here, in the newly- 
built barracks, five hundred draftees a day are received, 
their histories taken, their stomachs filled, and their good, 
honest .homesickness softened, before they're assigned 
units. Howard is lucky that way. He was immediately 
assigned to work in the reception center. His job is the 
feeding end, since he works as a fireman for the huge 
mess hall. He is lucky because he can go home, maybe 
every two months, on his $30.00. If, on the other hand, 
you are one of those who came from New York and 
landed in a Florida camp, or came from Florida and 
pitched your tent in New York, thirty bucks plus the best 
educated thumb in the world isn’t going to get you home 
on a seven-day furlough. 

Even for Howard Phelps, the Jane Russell Problem is 
his Number One headache. Howard is as decent and 


clean-cut an American as you will find anywhere. Yet 
he told us the people of the towns near the Fort treat 
him and the other soldiers like outcasts. 

We asked him where he went when he didn’t go home. 

“Oh, Trenton, Philly, or New York.” 

“Do you have friends there?” we asked. 

“No, I don’t know anybody. Some of my buddies do, 
though. The other night we took a girl out, and you know 
what? She asked us to come again, but not to wear our 
uniforms. It’s a funny thing. Around here if you wear 
your uniform nobody will have anything to do with you, 
but home a uniform’s the thing—if you бап get home.” 

“Do you think it could be any better?” we asked. 

“Sure,” he said. “Why, these people are just like my 
folks, and the girls are just like the girls I used to go 
with. They ought to treat us that way, too.” 

“Would you get married if we went into the war?” 

He said “No,” very sharp, and we asked him why. 

“Because if we go to war I want to be in it, but the 
Army is no place for a married man. It could be, 
though,” he said thoughtfully. “It could be, if they’d give

Few Americans have had as 
many varied contacts with Euro- 
pean politics as George Seldes, 
who first won fame as a war 
correspondent during the last 
World War. He has been kicked 
out of virtually every European 
country by various» dictators,

revolution in Europe and the 
Orient. Twenty years ago, he scooped the world with his 
story on Admiral Sheer’s secret report to the Kaiser on the 
Battle of Jutland. During the Franco rebellion in Spain, he 
reported from the Loyalist side. Though he has not been 
to Europe since the Fascists conquered democratic Spain, he 
has maintained his contacts with the democratic political 
movements now underground there, and is probably in a 
better position than most foreign editors to judge the tide 
of events. Unlike many leading "experts," Seldes became 
anti-Fascist years before it was fashionable. Today he pub- 
lishes In Fact, a weekly newsletter which has become a 
thorn in the side of all Fascists.

This is the war on the Third Front. It is waged 
in every country of Europe, including Germany. 
It is the war against Fascism conducted by the 
suppressed people of Europe. 

Until now, the war on the Third Front has 
been conducted from cellars, from abandoned 
mines, from forgotten warehouses, by secret print- 
ing presses and mimeograph machines. Today it 
is rapidly emerging into open guerrilla warfare, 
especially in France, Norway and the Balkans. 
There are 200,000,000 people, scattered over 
thousands of miles, under Hitler's heel—and only 
ten or fifteen, at the very most twenty, millions

of them are Fascists. Today, in the bogging down 
of Hitler’s invasion of Russia, the people see 
their chance. That is why, every day, there are 
more and more little paragraphs in your news- 
paper saying “many executed as spies,” "mass 
arrests follow demonstrations in Paris," revolt in 
Balkans growing.” 

The growing strength of this V Column is ad- 
mitted by Hitler. Remarkable proof of this is to 
be found in Das Schwarze Korps, official paper 
of the Nazi Blackshirts. It states that Hitler has 
changed his policy toward the “volunteer” le- 
gions which came to Germany to join his "cru- 
sade to save civilization." These fascist conscripts 
will not be sent to the front, but will be trained 
in special duties so that they can return to their 
native lands to fight "saboteurs" and "expected 
uprisings." 

The underground fight against Fascism has 
been carried on for years despite threats of tor- 
ture and death. It was going on when Mussolini 
kicked me out of Italy years ago. For the last 
fifteen years, I have known many men who died 
fighting Fascism. When I was in Spain during 
the Franco rebellion, I met men who had fought 
Fascism in their native countries until forced to 
flee, and who had come to Spain to fight against 
Fascism in the celebrated International Brigade. 

Recently, one of my contacts told me how a 
small group has been harassing the Nazis in and 
around Paris. Members of the group were all 
mechanics working in the Graff arms factories 
near Paris. Every day, each one of them stole a 
small quantity of greasy waste, which they hid 
away. Then one day one of the men carried this 
waste to a distant end of the plant, set fire to it, 
"discovered" the fire and pulled the alarm. Men 
from the factories ran to the blaze, eager for the 
chance to stop work. There, instead of putting 
the blaze out, the men all stood around watching 
the small flame burn. 

When the company police arrived, the men 
blocked their entrance and then everyone seized 
the hose and pulled in different directions.

Finally the Nazi guards knocked enough men 
down to let the firemen-reach the blaze. Mean- 
while the other members of the group, who had 
remained behind, hauled out their waste and in 
quick order set four new fires. Soon the entire 
plant was ablaze. 

Recently I talked to a Dutch seaman, who 
escaped to England with several others in a 
small boat. He told me that in Holland the 
underground V Column has engaged in violent 
street fighting with the Nazis. “Small groups of 
us ambush them,” he said, “at night or at noon 
when there are many people in the streets, for 
the people act as a screen. We tear their guns 
and ammunition away from them. If they fight, 
we must kill them. It’s them or us.” 


TIME TO REVOLT? 


In Czechoslovakia, resistance is open and de- 
fiant. Czech children mock German soldiers by 
goose-stepping, and people of all ages are out- 
spoken in their protest against Nazism. Small 
groups of Nazi soldiers have been ambushed. In 
each case their arms have never been found— 
and the Nazis have still to locate some 30 per 
cent of the Czech Army’s equipment which was 
hidden away after Munich. 

In Germany, the V Column is still working 
secretly, although it grows stronger daily. The 
truth of what is happening in Russia is leaking 
out. The “three-weeks-to-Moscow” war has 
cracked German morale. Most of the V Column’s 
activity here is limited to propaganda, to chalked 
slogans and leaflets and scribbled notes left on 
street cars. 

When Hitler released his second sensational 
set of six communiques claiming victories un- 
precedented in all history in number of dead, 
wounded, prisoners and booty, he said іп his 
first paragraph that he issued these statements 
because “false representations arose at home.” 
Why have “wrong” conceptions flooded Ger- 
many? Because the anti-Fascist V Column is at 
work, because Russia has checked Fascism, be- 
cause morale is bad. 

When is the right time to revolt? 

From the dozen uprisings I have seen in 
Europe and Asia, I know that when people are 
still getting plenty to eat it is a bad time for 
revolt, and that when people starve it is also a 
poor time, for starvation destroys the spirit as 
well as the body. My underground contacts tell 
me that one of the best moments is after a set- 
back, either in politics or on the battle fields. But 
above all else, there must be leadership, there 
must be organizations of the discontent, the 
hatred of tyranny, the love of liberty. 

Times are hard in Europe, but the period 
between plenty of food and starvation is still six 
months to a year away. 

What is the news of the organization for Vic- 
tory? That is the question that honest leaders of 
the underground will not answer for anyone. 
They can only point to things we know: guerrilla 
warfare in Poland, Yugoslavia, Greece; sabotage 
in France, Belgium, Denmark, Norway; martial 
law in Norway, fines on cities; mass imprison- 
ments and mass murders of civilians by the Nazis. 
It means the Third Front is a fighting front. It 
means the V Column is emerging from the under-

OSEPH VINCENT McCARTHY would easily 

fit Hollywood's conception of a Tammany 
politician—but the stocky, square-faced McCarthy 
is really the manager of the royal New York 
Yankees, who are now rolling toward another 
American League flag. Joe is strictly the field 
general, without the fuss ‘and feathers and roos- 
ter-like fury with which the Dykes and the Duro- 
chers entrance baseball audiences. By this time 
everybody knows Joe became a big-league mana- 
ger without ever having been a big-league ball- 
player—which is about as easy as trying to crash 
Newport society under the name of Joe Doakes. 
Joe made it the hard way: he was a minor-league

manager who produced pennant winners; on his 
first major-league assignment, he rolled the Chi- 
cago Cubs into the National League champion- 
ship in 1929. Two years later the upstart from 
the bush leagues took over the juciest job in base- 
ball—management of the New York Yankees— 
while other qualified baseball men with the re- 
quired background tradition of big-league playing 
stardom cooled their heels in the Yankee ante- 
room. With а smooth-working, efficient and 
wealthy organization behind them, Yankee man- 
agers tend to manage from the dugout, and let 
the players play the ball-games. They can afford 


to stand on their dignity and let other managers 
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scrap with the umpires. What’s a questionable 
decision on a strike mean, when a succession of 
Yankee mighty men like Ruth, Gehrig and Di- 
Maggio have done all the convincing that’s neces- 
sary with a clout into the stands? Let Dykes or 
Casey Stengel wow the crowds with umpire- 
baiting; McCarthy’s clouting circus comes into a 
pennant this year under a mighty shower of home 
runs and extra base hits, led by the one and 
only, ladies and gentlemen, the one and only 
invincible ‘and incomparable Joe DiMaggio. But 
don’t get the idea that managing a lot of stars is 
easy. The acid test for McCarthy was 1941, 
after his champions slumped to third place in 
1940. Under immense pressure, he showed pa- 
tience with supposedly washed-up veterans and 
kindness with tight-playing youngsters. He got 
back dividends this year in the return to form of 
veterans like Dickey, Rolfe and Gomez—and a 
brand-new star shortstop in young Phil Rizzuto.

RIZZUTO AND PRIDDY, the Kansas City young- 
sters. Their big-league start at the Stadium 
was marked by too much tightness, but Riz- 
zuto has settled down to grand play in the 
short field; and McCarthy is confident young 
Priddy will soon show championship style.

NORMAN “RED” BRANCH patrolled the bullpen 
most of this season, warming up for games 
into which he rarely broke. When he did 
pitch, he usually looked good. He’s a young 
pitcher counted on for future pennant drives 
by a manager who pulls few boners. 


PART OF A YANKEE MANAGING JOB is knowing how to handle the big 
stars like DiMaggio. Huggins had his troubles with Ruth before the Babe 
settled down to baseball as a serious business. The relation of super-star 
DiMaggio to his fellow-players is a big part of McCarthy’s job. Peace in 
the dugout is important when you consider that bitterness along the 
Cleveland bench in 1940 cost them the pennant that year.
